machine.

Washington, May 15.—An amendment 


to the poetofiice appropriation bill provid- 
ing for an increase of $200 a year in the 
salaries of clerks, letter carriers and cer- 
tain other postal employes, and increases 
of 20 per cent for rural mail carriers and 
for employes receiving less than §800 a 
year, was adopted by the senate. Em- 
ployes receiving between $800 and SI,500 
annually would be given increases of 15 
per cent and the pay of substitute c-lerks 
and carriers would be fixed at 40 cents 
an hour. Fourth class postmasters, the 
amendment provides that they shall re 
ceive 100 per cent of stamp cancellations 
on the first $100 or less, or in the event 
cancellations do not exceed $50 a 20 per 
cent salary increase. Senator Blankhead 
estimates about $^,000,000 will cover the 
increases.

son, husband or brother has been 
killed or wounded. 
The names, ratings and addresses of 
next of khi of all the members of tho 
armed guards are kept on cards, In a 
lieparato envelope for each vessel. 
The records of all thoso^ who lose 
their lives in the service of their coun­ 
try are kept In a special division. 
These constitute the navy’s *‘roll of 
honor.** 
Those who have been com­ 
mended for heroic deeds also Imve a 
gpecial place—and there are hundreds 
of them already, though we have been 
at war less than a yeai% The depart­ 
ment sfeks to secure and keep on llie 
photographs of all the men of tho 
navy killed In service against the en­ 
emy, and those spe^clally commended, 
Miss Brooks has had a liand In build­ 
ing up these measures to perpetuate 
the memory of the navy’s heroes and 
preserve interesting and authentic ma­ 
terial for history* 
Won Rapid Promotion. 
Enlisting In the naval reserve In 
April, ]U17, as a yeoman, third class, 
Miss Brooks has already risen to the 
highest rank open to women In the 
navy, that of chief yeoman. As secre­ 
tary to J-iieutenant: Commander Hall 
olie superintends Die work of two yeo- 
mam stenographers and a mall clerk, 
all three of them men. 
Like all the 
other women yeomen, she is regularly 
enlisted in the navy—enlisted for the 
term of the M-ar. 
At first they were 
commonly 
termed 
“yeowomen*’ and 
“yeuinanettes,** hut these nicknames 
f^re frowned upon by naval ofllclals, 
whoso attitude 
has 
been 
well ex- 
pj’essed by Rear Admiral McGowan, 
paymaster general of the navy: “They 
must not be calli?d ‘‘yeowomen* or 
‘yecmanettes/* These women are as 
muc'Ii a part of the navy as tlie men 
who have enlisted. They do the same 
work and receive t)ie same pay as men 
of tlie same rating. TJiey are yeomen, 
and Jiave done yeoman service In the 
irijij'.ensely increased work im^iosed 
ui^on the na\y by the war."'' 


To Win This War the American Peo­ 
ple Must Awaken to Full Realiza* 
tion of All It Means and All 
It Demands. 


Chicago,—‘‘We do not know that w’e 
arc at war. Five thousand miles away 
our troops are moving into battle. In 
a million American homes, tho casualty 
lists arc watched with anxious eyes. 
Tears and anguish and heartbreaks are 
the price we must pay to write a head­ 
line of Victory,” declared Oswald F. 
Schuette, for three years war corres­ 
pondent of tho Chicago News with the 
armies of the Central powers, In an ad­ 
dress before the Press club of Chicago. 
“A j’oar ago we unfurled ihe battle 
flags of tho republic. We pledired our­ 
selves to the greatest sacrifice this 
greatest of world wars might demand. 
The American people are ready to 
make that sacrifice. But so far we do 
not know over here what war really 
Is. I have come out of three years in 
that Inferno, 
All Europe Is aflame. 
It knows It Is In the war. 
F;ven neu­ 
tral countries such as Switzerland feel 
It a hundredfold more than we. There 
economy and conservation Is no longer 
a master of preachment, of voluntary 
sacrifice. 
It Is a matter of enforced 
necessity, of grim compulsion. 
They 
are not saving food to feed someone 
else. 
They are saving because they 
have too little themselves. And In the 
warring counti’Ies, there Is war In every 
breath. 
AVar Is a tragic reality for 
them. 
They do not need fiags in the 
streets to remind them of the war— 
and you see few fiags over there. War 
portions out their meager rations. War 
Is their cook. War allots the comforts 
of their, dally life, and the proportions 
are small. 
Luxuries are gone. 
War 
stalks through their streets with the 
soldiers In uniform. 
W ar’s shadow Is 
behind the mothers who pray in the 
churches that their boys may be saved. 
Sounds a Warning, 
‘*We hardly know these things. 
We 
are revelling in luxury, and call it war 
economy. 
We think we are saving, 
yet I have seen more food wasted in 
the two weeks since I landed In New 
York than In the three years of my 
war experiences. 
‘•I do not say this as a complaint. 
I say It as a warning. We must learn 
quickly the great lessons of this war. 
For every day we wait now will cost 
us two later on. 
If we wait Ion?; 
enough, they will cost us weeks. 
To 
win this war, we must awaken to a 
full realization of all It means and all 
It demands. We must be In It, not one 
million vMrong, but one hundred mil­ 
lions strong. 
We must make economy 
not a fad or a principle, but a sacri­ 
fice. 
‘'Five weeks ago, I was In General 
Pershing’s headquarters in France, and 
saw our soldiers march out to unknown 
destinies In the trenches. 
Proudly 
they marched, knowing that they car­ 
ried with them the hearts and the pray­ 
ers of our great nation. 
Now It Is up 
to us to shoNV them that we are behind 
them. 
And we will do so. 
W'e will 
show the i)eople of France who have 
seen our .si)ldiers march into French 
trenches, that this great nation stands 
behind those soldiers. 
^ 
“Don’t be misled by any false talo 
that our enemy Is collapsing, that Ger­ 
many Is on tho verge of revolution, 
that her army is ready to mutiny, that 
her people are starving. We have be­ 
lieved too many such reports In the 
year that has past, 
Germany Is nof 
starving. 
She has betn mighty hun­ 
gry for three years. 
But Germany 
knows that she is In tho war. 
One Egg In Three Weeks. 
“Shortly after the break of dlplo* 
matic relations a year ago, when I 
was still in Berlin for the Daily News, 
an American colleague, the Berlin rep­ 
resentative of the Associated Press, 
contracted pneumonia. 
It was a criti­ 
cal case. 
The physicians said they 
could cure the pneumonia. 
But they 
said the patient would never recover. 
The Berlin food rations, they said, 
would not permit that. 
Patients such 
as he, they say. Invariably died. That 
was the penalty of \var. For It takes 
eggs and butter and milk and other 
unknown luxuries to bring a man back 
from the grave. At that time, the Ber­ 
lin egg ration was about pne every 
three weeks.

Mining Near Cashtown. 


Active mining operations on the"Riddle- 


mosi-r, Butt and Mintcr farms in Mc- 
Knightstown-Cashtcwu section have been 
started by Reading i-apitalists who f&y 
,hat there is sufficient quantity of valua- 
ble ore there to keep the place going for 
many years. Prof. Lucius J. Boyd, of 
New York, a geologist and mining expert, 
has visited the property at various times 
and has made several searching reports. 
He was there again last week for the pur- 
pose of staking off the place to be drilled, 
He estimates that there is a deposit of at 
least one hundred million tons of this fine 
ore, and that it will take over fifty years 
to mine it at the rate of 10.000 tons a day. 
The- deposit was at one time worked iii a 
very crude way by farmers in the days be- 
fore the Civil War but was never worked 
after that time. It is one of a very high 
grade of magnetic ore, r unning from 63 to 
67 per cent, pure metallic iron.

This Is Red Cross Week.

* Escape With Life 


Sarah, tbe'7-ycar-old daughter of Dr 


and Mrs Ed. T. Auker, of Lincoln Way 
West, had w.hat can be termed as an al- 
most miraculous escape from being crush- 
ed- under the wheels of a heavy Cadilac 
touring car, on Saturday.

Summer Storage of Coal Is 


Way to Prevent Another Fuel 


Famine the Coming Winter 


Before the winter's fires are cold, 


the United States fuel administration 
is urging the storage of fuel for next 
winter. Every effort that can be made 
to prevent a repetition of the coal 
shortage of this year will be made. 
State 
administrators 
have 
already 


taken up next year's problem, and they 
will devote most of their time to it 
throughout the spring and summer. 


The state council of defense will join 


in the campaign. Through every offi- 
cial source all coal users will be urged 
to begin buying and storing coal now 
for next year. 
Every private user in 


particular is urged to put in his next 
winter's coal at the earliest possible, 
date, and get out of the market. 


1 
The purpose behind the efforts of 


both the fuel administration and the 
state councils is to keep the coal mines 
working throughout the summer. Only 
a comparatively small amount of coal 
can be stored at the mines. 
The only 


places where it can be stored in quan- 
tities lo prevent the possibility of an- 
other famine next winter is on the 
premises of the individual users and 
the dealers. 


Also transportation 
facilities are 


much better in summer than in winter. 
More cars are available. 
There is no 


danger of bad-weather blockades. 
The 


tram'c congestion of the winter months 
is not a summer problem. 


There is plenty of coal. 
Enough, 


and more than enough, can be mined, 
if the mines are kept working all the 


Plan for Rehabilitation 


and Re-Education of Men 


Who Are Disabled in War 


Plans for the rehabilitation and re- 


education of soldiers und sailors dis- 
abled in the war, so that they may 
earn higher wages than before thoir 
enlistment, are 
outlined in two re- 


ports submitted to congress by the 
federal board of vocational education. 
Both reports urge an appropriation 
for the training of teachers for th» 
work 
and 
for 
establishing great 


schools near hospitals in all parts of 
the country. 
They point out that 


while congress has made full plans 
for fighting the war, It Iras neglected 
to furnish money for the reclamation 
of the wounded men so that they may 
become not only self-supporting, 
but 


be an asset to the nation by turning 
back into civilian life a flood of well- 
trained and disciplined men who will 
De highly valuable in industry. 


Unless the work of training the- 


men for new occupations or for better 
places in their old occupations is un- 
dertaken while the soldiers are in the 
hospitals or in the convalescent camps, 
C. A. Prosser, the director of 
the 


survey, asserts, the men will lose their 
will power and 
discipline, become 


morbid and indolent, and finally be- 
come perpetual wards of the govern- 
ment. It is expected that the exer- 
cises training the wounded for new 
occupations or for better places in 
their old occupations will develop the 
muscles that remain inactive through 
the hospital period. 


Director Prosser says that the train- 


ing is one of the cures in the treat- 
ment of the war's wounded, because 
it will buoy up their spirits and hopes. 
It will demonstrate to them that they 
are not public burdens, and that "after 
they have played the man's part in 
the supreme moment of history they 
may take up a 'man's job again in 
civilian life at wages higher than they 
received 
before 
they 
entered 
the 


army." In some cases where men are 
bedridden for months he suggests that 
the training be undertaken at the bed- 
side. 
He calls all these workshops 


"curative workshops."

Address at Blessing of Flags. 
Following is the address delivered by 


the Rev. John B. Shanahan, rector of Un- 
church oi the Immaculate Conception, 
delivered at the blessing of the Flags, on 
Sunday afternoon, May 12th, which has 
been handed at (or publication. 
My Dear Friends and Fellow Citizens: 


I cannot allow this happy occasion, 


enlivened and sanctified with music, mel- 
ody, song and recital, to pass by without 
at least endeavoring to give you some- 
what of an idea of the nature of that very 
solemn and beautiful ceremony (the 
blessing of our Flag) which you have just 
witnessed. To this end, I must ask you 
to glide back with me in imagination to 
the dawn of Creation, when the Almighty 
brought forth and unfurled to the aduiir 
ing gaze of Angels and of men that mighty 
Standard, which we are wont to call the 
world, bearing as it does, the impress of 
his omnipotence, his wisdom aud his 
goodness. The form, width and extent, 
the constitution and history of that Di- 
vine Enab'em is and ever must be unique 
because it is that of a Supreme Master 
and Sovereign Ruler. Spread out into 
almost endless space, bedecked with ma 
jestic rivers, charming lakes, smiling; val- 
leys, lofty mountains and mighty oceans, 
illumined with the refulgent rays of "that 
luminary monarch of the heavens, the 
tabernacle of God's glory," touched with 
the rich soft light of that silver moon, 
studded with countless numbers of twink- 
ling stars, perfected and crowned with 
that brightest of all stars man reflecting 
the image and likeness of God his Cre 
ator. You behold a Flag an emblem of 
an authority and power omnipotent in 
itself, supremely wise in its order and 
government and unspeakably kind and 
beneficent in its goodness of intention, of 
will and of action. Such is the divine 
Standard and such, due allowances being 
made, must every human Standard be 
that would realize the grave and noble 
destiny of its mission that would worthily 
continue to live to prosper and to reign. 


While observing with the great Pope 


Leo XIII in his imperishable Encyclical

Yes we honor that flag, we love 
it, we are proud of it because it has hon 
ored itself in the recognition aud honor 
of its God as we learn from the closing 
word? of that immortal "Declaration of 
Independence," made in Congress July 4, 
177G. 
And for the support of this decla 


ration, with a firm reliance on the pro 
tection of Divine Providence, we mutual- 
ly pledge to each other, our lives, our 
fortunes and our sacred honor." We hon- 
or it because it is a lover aud defender of 
libuity and justice, a hater and extermin 
ator of tyranny and wrong. We honor it 
because irrespective of claim it wishes all 
humanity well in being ever ready to 
grant it its privileges, its protection and 
its blessing*. Finally as Chri&tians and 
Catholics we honor, we love and we bless 
it because we have public authority as 
sacred and acknowledge therin a likeness 
and image of the majesty of God even 
when that authority is in for less worthy 
Lands than that of our ever Glorious Stars 
and Strips. 


Therefore oh ever glorious and blessed 


flag may you long live, prosper and reign. 
Live to exterminate, annihilate in the 
future, as you have done in the past, our 
ippreseors and tyrants. 
Live to guard 


and defend the God given right of Liber 
y and Justice. Prosper and flourish by 
your wise and prudent laws, calculated 
o promote the every best interest of your 
ndividuals, your families and your citi- 
ens. Increase daily, hourly and momen- 
arily in material, intellectual and moral 
wealth. 
Reign after the model of that 


tandard of your God, powerful in your 
trength, wise in your counsels, kind and 
Beneficent to your own poor in particular 
nd to the poor and oppressive of all man- 
dnd in general. 
Reign so that the tyr- 


anny and savagery of brute force shall 
ade and perish from this earth, while 
all decent, law abiding liberty loving 


eople, shall join us in a universal chorus 
n singing thy praises, in honoring, loving 
and blessing this thon Star Spangled Ban 
ner, the champion defender of political, 
civil and religions liberty.

In this connection It is pointed out'^tliat the commercial visible 
Biipply liirnres pnblisbed by tlin Chicaijo board of Irnde showed slocks on hand 
January 5, 1018, about 80 per cent of the commercial visible supply reported 
for January G» 1017, while the visible supply reported by Hradstreet for Jan­ 
uary 5, 1Ü1S, was approximately 3G per cent of that reported for January G, 
1017. 
The commrrciai stocks of wheat at the end of December, 1017, compared 
more favorably with those of a year earlier than did the storks at the end of 
August, 1017, the holdings of December 81, 101*7, beinj? 50 per cent of tlioso 
reported for the corresponding date in 301G, while the commercial stocks of 
Aupust 31, 1017 were only 87 per cent of tliose for the same date In 1010. At 
Iho same time It Is indicated that there was only a sll^dit chanire in the rel­ 
ative iniportancc^ of the commercial stocks of flour on the dates of the two 
surveys as compaV».*d with the correspondinir dales a year earlier. On Aujrust 
81, 1017, the commercial .slocks of flour were about 75 per cent of the slocks 
reported on hand August 81, lOlG, while on December 81, 1017. the stocks of 
flour were 70 per cent of those reported for the C(»rn‘spondinp: date in lOlG. 
The total wheat crop of 1017 was aiiproximalely Grj0,0(io,u0() bu*<hels, as com­ 
pared with 0‘1(),()00,000 bushels for the previous year and with înüG,OüO,OüO bush­ 
els, the average for the iive-year period 1011-1015. 
The final iiirures for the Auirust 81, 1017, food survey show’ that the total 
commercial stocks of wheat on that date were 75,000,000 bushels, or less than 
a two months’ stipply, while the comtnercial stocks of flour were about 12,000,- 
000 barrçls, representing ai)proximately a six weeks* supply. 
The elevators, mills, and wholesale grain dealers held SS.4 per cent of the 
commercial stock.s of wheat reported for August 81, 1017, and 35.S per cent of 
the total commercial storks of flour reported for that date. 
In the cas<* of 
flour, retail dealers held 24.0 per rent, l»akers 20.3 per cent, wholesale jjrocers 
0.7 per ceiît, and storage warehouses 5.8 per cent. 
Minnesota and California reported the largest commercial slocks of \vheat 
on August 81. 1017, their holdings being 7,200,000 and 0,M01,000 bushels, re- 
•spectively, w^hile Missouri. Illinois, and "Kansas each held about 5,(H)0,000 
bushels. 
The combined holdings of these five states amounted to 28,000.000 
bushels, or more than ‘15 per cent of the total for the United Slates. 
In the 
case of flour, eight slates reported about one-half of the total stocks of the 
country. New York leading with 812,800 barrels, followed by Pennsylvania 
with 050,485?, Illinois with 080,120. and Nebraska with 084,015 barrels, while 
California, Texas, Minnesota, and Missouri each reported about 500,000 barrei.s.

Varieties of Cheese 
Catalogued 


(By the United Statt^s Department of Ag­ 
riculture.) 
The distinct varieties of clieese num­ 
ber proViably about IS, allhough the 
names given to the manufactured kinds 
total several hundred. This statement 
is made in the United ^Stales depart­ 
ment of agriculture’s bulletin No. G08, 
“Varieties of Cheese, Descriptions and 
Analysis,** w’hich Is a revl.slon of for­ 
mer government publications on the 
subject. ^lore than 40 names of cheese 
are given in the bulletin and are of lo­ 
cal origin, usuaW^’ having been derived 
from towns or communities. 
A list of the best-known names ap-' 
plied to the distinct varieties or groups 
is as follows: 
Bri ck, 
ca cl oca va 11 o, 
ca m embert, 
^Cheddar, cottage, diy, edan, emmental, 
gouda, hand, holstein, Hmburg, neuf- 
chatel, parmesan. roqueforl, sapsago, 
scanno and trapplst. Descriptions-and 
chemical analyses of t'lie foreign and 
domestic cheese mentioned iir the bul­ 
letin are given alphabetically. 
Attempts to make emu)ental and 
limburg cheese in this country have 
been very successful, the bulletin says. 
These varieties are being made by 500 
factories in Wisconsin alone and by 
factories in Ohio, New York and north­ 
ern Illinois. 
Investigation also has 
shown that camembert and a cheese 
of the same general nature as roque- 
fort or Stilton, can be made success­ 
fully In this country. 
“Tiiere is nu reason,** says the bul­ 
letin, **to believe that any variety of 
cheese imported cannot be made here, 
although with ¡»resent knowledge it 
would not be advisable to try to make 
many kinds. 
Probably scientific in­ 
vestigation would show liow to im­ 
prove on the ^average quality of tlie 
cheese madi* In the old countries, fur* 
It must Ije remembered that only the. 
very best is shipped by the Kurop<*an 
makers, the rest, or poorer grades, be­ 
ing consumed at home. 
Unfortunate­ 
ly a feeling i»revails in the United 
Slates that chee.'^e uqual to the best of 
the European produet cannot be pro­ 
duced here. This feeling is based upon 
a lack of knowledge» of act^ual condi­ 
tions in Eurojie and of the conditions 
afieciing the qualities of cheesi*. Cer­ 
tain parts of Europe probably tire bet­ 
ter fav(»red by desirable cilnjalic con­ 
ditions and by njore general di.sfceminti* 
lion of the bacteria or molds necessary 
to the characteristic ripening of <Hf- 
ferent varieties, but even Uie b( >t nvt^r- 
age natural condition^ * an be imj)roved 
on by artii^cial means since ni ressary 
molds or bh^^terla raii bi^ ;,'ru\\n Jji pur« 
cultu)?^ and utilized tinywliere.

Hens of the medium-sized breeds— 
Plymouth Rocks, AVyandottes, Ithodo 
Islartd Iteds and Orpingtons—are best 
suited to backyard condition.s. Large 
hens kept in close confinement are like­ 
ly to get too fat to lay well. 
Small, 
nervous hens are apt to develop such 
vices as egg eating and feather eating. 
The bad tendencies mentioned do not 
prohibit the keeping of large and small 
breeds in small back j’ards, but makes 
it necessary for the keeper to use ex­ 
traordinary care to keep them in g<?od 
condition and productive. 
White and 
light-colored varieties are not desira­ 
ble foi\ small back yards, because their 
plumage soils too easily. 
As a rule it is most .sati.’^factory to 
buy hens of a local poultry keeper or 
dealer in live poultry. Desirable small 
flocks are frequently offered by people 
who are obliged by change of Avork or 
of re.sidence to sell their poultry. Deal­ 
ers in live poultry everywhere sort out 
from their general receipts the hens 
that show’ good breeding and quality to 
sell to back yard poultry keepers. 
When satisfactory stock cannot be ob­ 
tained locally, the advertising columns 
of newspapers should be consulted, and 
the hens bought from 
the nearest 
breeder who can supply what is want­ 
ed at a reasonable price. 
For the back yard flock kept to pro­ 
duce eggs, it is not necessary to have 
hens of extra good standard quality. 
What breeders of standard poultry call 
choice utility hens are as good as any 
for egg production and cost but little 
more than ordinary mongrels. 
Hens 
of this grade in the medium-sized 
/Drecds usually are a little under stand­ 
ard 
w^eights, 
and 
have 
superficial 
r*aults, as unsoundness of color, or ir- 
v'egularity of markings or of the shape 
\it the comb, which in no w’ay affect 
iheir laying capacity, but make them 
imfit for exhibition and undesirable for 
In-eeding purposes. 
Whenjbuying hens in per.son partic­ 
ular attention should be given to the 
■ general condition—whether the bird 
Eeenis vigorous and lively, and to the 
appearance of the comb and the condi­ 
tion of the feet. 
Healthy hens have 
; briglit red combs and bright eyes, A 
I slight paleness of the comb is .simply 
an indication tlmt the hen is not laying 
at the time; but a bird w’hose comb hiis 
either a yellowish or bluish cast should 
be rejected, for tliese are symptoms of 
Internal disorders. The skin and scales 
of legs and toes should be smooth, and 
the soles of the feet soft and free from 
corns.

Plan for Rehabilitation 
and Re-Education of l^en 
Who Are Disabled in War 


Summer Storage of Coal Is 
Way to Prevent Another Fuel 
Famine the Coming Winter 


Before the winter’s fires are cold, 
the United States fuel admini.^^tratlon 
is urging the storage of fuel for next 
winter. Every effort that can be made 
to prevent a repetition of the coal 
shortage of this year will be made. 
State 
administrators 
have 
already 
taken up next year’s problem, and they 
will devote mo.«;t of their time to it 
throughout the spring and summer. 
The state council of defense will join 
in the campaign. 
Through every offi­ 
cial source all coal users w’ill be urged 
to begin buying and storing coal now 
for next year. 
Kverj^ private user in 
particular is urged to put in his next 
winter’s coal at the earliest possible 
date, and get out of the market. 
The purpose behind the efforts of 
both the fuel administration and the 
state councils is to keep the coal mines 
working throughout the summer. Gnly 
a comparatively small amount of coal 
can be stored at the mines. Tlie only 
places where it can be stored in quan­ 
tities to prevent the possibility of an­ 
other famine next winter is on the 
premises of the individual users and 
the dealers. 
Also 
transportation facilities 
are 
much better in summer than in winter. 
More cars are available. 
There is no 
danger of bad-weather blockades. The 
traflic congestion of the winter months 
is not a summer problem. 
There is plenly of coal 
Enough, 
and more than enough, can be mined, 
if the mines are kept w’orking all the 
time. 
But it cannot be mined unless 
it is taken a\vay from the mines. And 
it cannot be taken away from the 
mines unless there are purchasers. 
Next year’s traflic problems will in 
all probability be as great as those of 
tills year. 
The only way to prevent 
a coal shortage is to begin piling it up, 
and continue to do so throughout the 
summer.

Plans for the rehabilitation and re­ 
education of soldiers and sailors dis­ 
abled in the war, so that they may 
earn higher \vages than before thc^lr 
enlistment, are 
outlined in tw’o re­ 
ports submitted to congress by ih& 
federal board of vocational oducatloii. 
Both reports urge an appropriation 
for the training of teachers for tho 
work 
and 
for 
establishing 
great 
schools near hospitals in all parts of 
the country. 
They point out that 
wiiile congress has made full plana 
for fighting tlie war, It has neglected 
to furnish money for the reclamation 
of tho Avounded men so that they may 
become not only self-supporting, but 
be an asset to the nation by turning 
back into civilian life a flood of w’ell- 
trained and disciplined men wiio will 
üe highly valuable in industry. 
Unless the w’ork of training thô^ 
men for new occupations or for better 
places in their old occupations is un­ 
dertaken while the soldiers are in tho 
hospitals or in the convalescent camps, 
C. A. Prosser, the director of the 
survey, asserts, the men will lose their 
will power and 
discipline, 
become 
morbid and indolent, and finally be- 
come perpetual wards of the govern­ 
ment. 
It is expected that the exer­ 
cises training the wounded for new 
occupations or for better places in 
their old occupations will develop the 
muscles that remain inactive thi-ougb 
tlie hospital period. 
Director Prosser says that the train­ 
ing is one of the cures In the treat­ 
ment of the w’ar’s wounded, because 
it will buoy up their spirits and hopes. 
It will demonstrate to them that they 
are not public burdens, and that ‘‘after 
they have played the man’s part In 
the supreme moment of histoi’y they 
may take up a man’s job again in 
civilian life at W’ages higher than they 
received 
before 
they 
entered 
the 
army.” In some cases where men are 
bedridden for months he suggests that 
the training be undertaken at the bed­ 
side. 
He calls all these w’orkshops 
*‘cura tive workshops.”

Good War-Tfme Cakes. 
Cakes to be used are taking less su­ 
gar and honey corn and maple sirup 
are being used as often as possible. 


Oatmeal Cake. 
This is a perfectly reliable 
cake 
wiilch will be found often in the homes 
wiiere it has once been tried. Take 
one half-cupful of sugar, four table­ 
spoonfuls of Troco, or any fat may be 
used, one egg w’ell beaten, a cupful of 
cold coffee, a cupful of rolled oats 
that have been ground through the 
meat chopper, a teaspoonful of cinna­ 
mon, a cupful of flour, a teaspoonful 
each of baking pow’der and vanilla, a 
half-teaspoonful of soda, and a cup­ 
ful of raisin.s. 
Proceed as usual in 
making the cake. 


Coconut Macaroons. 
Take a tablespoonful of butter, cream­ 
ed, add a half-cupful of sugar, one egg, 
one and a half cupfuls of oatmeal and 
a half-cupful of coconut. Drop by tea­ 
spoonfuls on a buttered sheet. 


Sponge Corn Flour Cake. 
Beat four eggs, add a tablespoonful 
of lemon juice, a cupful of sugar, a 
cupful of .corn flour, and an eighth of 
a teaspoonful of salt. 
Bake in gem 
pans. 


Potato Flour Sponge Cake, 
Beat the yolks of fov*r eggs until 
thick, add a cupful of sugar gradually, 
beating constantly; add 
the A^iiites 
beaten stiff and stir into the first mix­ 
ture; add a teaspoonful of baking pow­ 
der to a half-cupful of potato flour, and 
to the eggs; flavor to taste. 
Bake 30 
minutes. 


Raisin Drops. 
Take a third of a cupful of shorten­ 
ing, add a cupful of sugar, two w^ill- 
beaten eggs, a cupful of raisins, tw^o 
cupfuls of corn flour sifted with two 
and a half teaspoonfuls of baking pow* 
der, a cupful of milk and a teaspoon­ 
ful of vanilla. 
Mix and bake as usual 
Strained honey boiled and used foi 
boiled frosting as one does a sugai 
sirup, saves sugar. 
Maple sirup or su­ 
gar may also be used if a .filling oi 
frosting is necessary.

Borough of New Oxford, when and where 
objections, if any, will be heard and con- 
sidered.

Ordinance 


An Ordinance regulating the Water 


Supply, and Water Service in the Bor- 
ough of New Oxford, Adams County, 
Pennsylvania, prescribing Rates for the 
use thereof, and providing penalties for 
violation of the Ordinance. 


Be it enacted by the Burgess and Town 


Council of the Borough of New Oxford, 
Adams County, Pennpylvania, and it is 
hereby enacted and ordained by the au- 
thority of the same, that the following 
Rules and Regulations, Rates and Penal- 
ties, for the supply and use of Water to 
the Citizens of said Borough, oe and are 
hereby adopted, and approved: 


1. The water of the Borough Water 


Plant shall not be used by any person 
who shall not first have obtained a per- 
mit signed by ti'e Chairman of the Water 
Committee or some member of said Com- 
mittee duly authorized and appointed by 
him, nor for any other purpose than shall 
be specified in said permit. 


2. No attachment shall be made to the 


main pipe, nor detachment from it, ex- 
cept under the direction and control of 
the said Water Committee; nor shall any 
additional attachment be made to any 
consumer's service pipe for any purpose 
than that specified in the permit until the 
same has been entered upon his or her 
permit. 


3. All water rents shall be paid quar- 


terly in advance. 
Failure to pay the 


same -\\ithin 30 days after it is due may 
be regarded by the Water Committee as 
notice of a desire to discontinue the use 
of the water and it may detach the branch 
or, at its option, compel payment. 


4. Any member of the Water Com- 


mittee shall have the right, at all reason- 
able times, to enter the premises where 
water has been introduced, for any pur- 
pose connected with the ute of the water 
and the interest of the said borough. 


5. It shall be the duty of persons hold- 


ing a permit to keep their pipes, hydrants 
and faucets in good repair, so that the 
water may not be \\asted. No consumer 
will be allowed to supply water to others, 
except by permission of the Water Com- 
mittee. If found FO doing, he ort-lie will 
be liable to have the supply stopped and 
the rent already paid forfeited 


6. In sprinkling yards or l a w n s , 


washing pavements or windows, each 
water taker must confine himself to his 
own premises. Hose larger than one im h 
will not be permitted, and spiinkling 
without a nozzle, or larger opening than 
one-fourth inch, is forbidden. 


7. Water from Fire Pings shall be 


used only in case of Fire, and at no other 
time without special authority from the 
Water Committee, or by Fire Marshall 
for testing purposes. 


8. Any consumer ni&hing to discon- 


tinue the'use of Water shall give notice 
theieof at least 10 days preuous to the 
end of the quarter, otherwise water rent 
will be charged for the ensuing three 
months. 


9. Any fraudulent misrepresentations 


in regard to the use of water, or any wil 
ful or negligent waste of the same, shall 
be deemed a cause for forfeiture. 


10. Should the supply of water at any 


time be stopped for any cause, the Bor- 
ough shall not be held for damages. 


11. .The Borough reserves the right to 


restrict the water supply generally or spe- 
cially, as in its judgment may be found 
necessary: 


12. The box on the inside of the curb 


line and the stop-cock on the service pipe 
in the box, shall be under the control of 
the Borough. 


13. No sprinkling of pavements, streets 


or lawns shall be allowed between the 
hours of 8 A. M. and 4 P. M. 


14. No Tap for building purposes shall 


be connected with the main pipe unless 
the party who secures a permit therefor 
shall agree to use the water in such build- 
ing when completed, subject to the regu- 
lations, and rates under this ordinance. 


15. Any person who shall without 


written permission, open communication 
with the water main or other service pipe 
or turn the water on after it has been 
turned off by the Borough authorities 
or in any wise impair the water supply 
or injure the fire hydrants, or meddle 
with the water supply, service pipes, o 
fire plugs, shall, upon conviction thereof 
be sentenced to pay a fine not exceeding 
$50.00, or undergo imprisonment in tht 
Borough Lock-up for a period not ex 
ceeding 30 days. 


16. The consumer shall be obliged to 


lay the pipe from the curb line to th< 
buildings and keep the same in propei 
repair, at hie own expenne, but the Wa 
ter Committee *hall have full supervision 
over the same. 


17. A full year's rate will be charged 


for a permit for a pave wash, or for the 
gprinkhng of street* or lawns, but the 
ooniomer shall have the right to make 


payments thereon, quarterly, in advance; 
n all other instances, the consumer shall 
lave the right to discontinue the water 
as provided for in Section 8 of this Or- 
linance. 


18. Any person or persons violating 


he provisions of this ordinance, or sec- 
ion thereof, so far as same relates to the 
lules and Regulations, Rates and Service 
.erein provided, ehall forfeit any water 
rente already paid to the Borough, and 
,he Borough authorities shall have the 
right to cut off the supply of water from 
such consumer, and the water service 
shall not be rebtored to the parties so of- 
'ending except by special permit from 
louncil. 
19. This ordinance shall go into effect 


on the 1st day of July, 1918, and permits 
shall be required fiom all persons from 
and after that date.

According to figurts compiled, the 


Third district draft board of York county 
has forwarded 424 selected men to va- 
rious army camps both by induction and 
thru the calls made in the draft.

number, the records show, Hanover has 
given 129 men. With the 178 men who 
have been called for the week of May 25, 
in camp the Third district will have sent 
a total of 602 men and of this number 
Hanover will have given 181 men.

DO 
GOOD 
WORK 


Undersea Craft Unable to Dive Before 


Missiles Are 
Dropped—One De- 


stroyed in Act of Attack 


on Merchantman. 


London.—Details concerning the de- 


struction recently of ten German sub- 
marines by naval aircraft, eight by 
seaplanes and the others by dirigibles, 
have been obtained by the Associated 
Press from admiralty reports. 
The 


first case Is described as follows:' 


"While on patrol In the English 


channel a seaplane sighted n subma- 
rine eight miles away, directly in the 
path of an oncoming convoy of mer- 
chant ships. 
The seaplane dived at 


90 miles an hour. The submarine at- 
tempted to escape by submerging, but 
was Just 
awash 
as the seaplane 


reached a bombing position and re- 
leased two bombs, one of which ex- 
ploded on the conning tower. 
The 


seaplane dropped two more bombs 
Into the midst of the bubbles from the 
collapsed submarine, which was of 
the largest type, carrying two guns." 


The second case: "At dawn a sea- 


plane sighted a large submarine on 
the surface, with a member of the 
crew standing by the gun. The sea- 
plane dropped a bomb on the tall of 
the 
U-boat 
and 
afterward 
photo- 


graphed the sinking submarine, with 
a big hole in its deck. A second bomb 
was dropped close to the submarine's 
bow, 
and the U-boat collapsed." 
Catches U-Boat on Surface. 


The third case: "Two seaplanes at- 


tacked a large submarine traveling on 
the surface at 14 knots, with two men 
In the conning tower. 
A bomb was 


exploded close to the conning tower, 
and the submarine began to sink stern 
first 
A bomb from a second seaplane 


completed the work." 


The fonrth case: "Three patrol 


planes sighted a large submarine as 
It was submerging, and dropped two 
bombs close to the conning tower, 
causing the submarine to turn turtle 
and disappear In a mass of oil and 
wreckage." 


The fifth case: "A seaplane sight- 


ed two submarines close to the sur- 
face and dropped two bombs. 
One 


bomb was Ineffective, but the other hit 
the deck fairly amidships. The sub- 
marine was hidden by the smoke of 
the explosion, and when the smoke 
cleared the U-boat was sinking, with 
both ends In the air." 


The sixth case: "A seaplane eaw 


the track of a torpedo fired at a mer- 
chantman. 
It dived toward the sur- 


face and sighted the black shade of 
the submarine well below the surface. 
It dropped two bombs, which both ex- 
ploded close to the submarine, result- 
ing in a large quantity of oil, bubbles 
and wreckage." 


The seventh case: "Two seaplanes 


sighted a U-boat on the surface and 
dropped a bomb each. The first bomb 
caused a heavy list to the U-boat, 
which began to sink by the stern 
The second borrfc exploded In the cen- 
ter of the swirl, demolishing the U- 
boat" 


Oil Patch Show* Fate. 


The eighth case: 
"A seaplane 


dropped a bomb on a submarine jus1 
emerging and the U-boat disappeared 
with a heavy list to port. The pilo 
dropped a second bomb into the swlr 
nnd n few minutes later a patch o 
oil 150 feet long and 12 feet wide ap- 
peared on the surface." 


The ninth cnsc: "A naval airshi] 


at midday sighted n suspicious patch 
of oil and circled it In an effort to 
ascertain the cause. 
Suddenly a 


periscope broke the surface in th 
midst of the oil. The airship dropped 
a bomb close to the periscope nnd a 
series of bubbles began appearing, In 
dicatlng that the damaged submarine 
was moving slowly away under the 
water. 
Several more bombs were 


dropped in the path Indicated until 
satisfactory evidence was obtained of 
the enemy's destruction." 


The 
tenth 
case: 
"An 
airship 


dropped two bombs over a submarine 
which was engaged In attacking mer- 
chantmen. Great patches of oil and 
bubbles indicated severe damage and 
trawlers made this complete by depth 
charges." 


MEANS DEATH TO U-BOATS 


Denver Youth Invents Device Reoently 


Adopted by the Navy De- 


partment. 


Denver, Col.—A device for destroy- 


ing submarines, recently adopted by 
the navy deportment, Is the invention 
of a Denver youth of twenty, accord- 
Ing to information just received in this 
city'from Washington, D. C. Russell 
Heren. Smith is the boy genius who 
gave the invention Jto the government 
He Is now an enlisted mafi'ln the navr. 
and is the son of Capt Russell H. 
Smith, retired army officer and veteran 
of several Indian wars. Young.Smlth's 
submarine, destroyer is a series of 
wires suspended from sunken buoys 
that do net Interfere with surftee-trav- 
tiling boats. Contact with one of these 
wires means destrrttloa to the sub- 
marine. '

pon of Samuel Diehl, of Glen Rock, and 
H. E Crillinger, eon of Horace Brillinner, 
of Kmippville, are among the 50 known 
dead as the result of a series of explosions 
on .Saturday at the Oakdale plant of the 
Aetna Chemical company, west of Pitts- 
burgh. Jn addition to the unknown dead, 
reports tay that 31 employees of the 
plants are missing and 94 are injured. 
Samuel H. Diehl, one of the victims, was 
a chemist, a graduate of State college and 
had been superintendent of the Oakdale 
plant until January, when he was pro- 
moted to the snperintendency of the Car- 
negie plant of the same company, about 
8 miles distant. 
Upon hearing of the 


(irst explosin on Saturday he jumped into 
his auto and with 7 first aid workers rush- 
ed to the Oakd ale plant and when the 
fourth explosion came Mr. Diehl was 
hurled under a mass of brick, from which 
his body had not been recovered at latest 
reports. 
He was L't) years old. 


H. E. Brillingur was chief chemist of 


the Oakdale plant. On Saturday after- 
noon his lather received a telegram from, 
him stating: "4m O. K. 
Will send par- 


ticulars later." It is thought possible 
that he might have sent the telegram af- 
ter the first explosion and lost his life in 
one of the later explosions.

twenty-one since, last June 5, to regis- 
ter for military duty on June 5 next. 


The resident made the bill a law 


at 1.1.30 o'clock and within a few min- 
utes Provost Marshal General Crowder 
had set in motion the machinery which 
will place approximately 700,000 more 
men in the uniform of 
the United 


Slates army. 


Of the 1,000,000 men made available 


for service, it is estimated that .300,- 
000 will he exempted for physical or 
industrial reasons. 


The registration will be similar in 


every way to that conducted last year, 
except that it: will be made by the 
local registration boards instead of the 
civic election boards. 
All records of 


the latter will he used. 


Army oflicials decline to predict how 


soon the new registrants will be call- 
ed to training camps. After tliey have 
been registered they will bo asked to 
till out the questionnaire which, in 
effect, will he the basis for decisions 
reached by exemptions boards. 


Under the new law the men will be 


placed at the bottom of the list of 
men who are now listed in class 1. In 
other words, they will not be called 
for service until the 1,000,000 or more 
already accepted have" been called to 
the cantonments and completed train- 
ing.
